Henry Ford went back to, school 
today and sat in the seat where 
more than half a century ago he 
learned his first lessons. Besides

Two repair workers for the Bell 
Telephone Co. were shot and seri- 
ously wounded today, apparently 
without provocation, in a saloon at

the scene of frequent gang dis- 
turbances. 

Police arrested Deputy Constable 
Thomas Quinn, accused of the 
shooting. He was intoxicated. In 
his pocket was a revolver which 
had been fired. 

The wounded men, Mose Sweet, 
an electrician, 4161 Fillmore street, 
and Marshall White, a foreman, 
4249 Bond avenue, East St. Louis, 
had entered the saloon shortly aft- 
er 11 a.m. to make a telephone 
call... 

Sweet's condition is-grave. A 
bullet struck below his right 
shoulder blade and emerged 
through the chest. White was shot 
in the left side just rbove the hip.

“Sweet and I entered the saloon 
to make our hofirly call to the 
office,” White told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter. 

“IT went in a back room to use a 
telephone, my partner remaining 
in front. The bartender was be- 
hind the bar. I used the phone 
and as [| stepped back into the 
bar room I heard shots and saw 
my partner fall and then a man 
who was in front of the bar turned 
and shot me. 

“There was not a word spoken 
between us. I never saw the man 
before. I don’t know Why he shot 
us.”’ 

Sweet was unable to discuss the 
shooting. 

The saloon is owned by Joseph 
Calvert, police said, but David 
Kelly, the bartender, insisted he 
was the owner. Detained for in- 
vestigation, Kelly gave this version: 
“Quinn had been in the place 
most of the morning. He, was 
standing at the bar when the two 
telephone men I knew by _ sight 
came in and stood beside him, one 
at each side. They ordered a drink 
of beverage and the three engaged 
in friendly conversation. 

“TI went into the back room to 
ice up more beverage and was 
busy chopping ice when I heard 
two shots. I1 ran back and saw 
one of the men lying on the floor.

The bartender admitted Deputy 
Quinn appeared ‘intoxicated, but 
denied serving him “hard” drinks.

The po- 
liceman also took charge of one of 
the wounded men who rushed 
from the place, crying, “I'm shot.” 
The policeman reported Quinn was 
too drunk to make a statement.

Eight labor organiz- 
ers were freed of charges of con- 
spiring to overthrow the _ State 
government, on motion of the City 
Solicitor, in Recorder’s Court here, 
while Superior Judge Thomas J. 
Shaw continued his investigation of 
the mob violence of Sept. 9. 

The eight men against whom the 
case was nolle prossed included C. 
D. Saylor and C, M. Lell, who. were 
kidnaped with Ben Wells by the 
mob, whose activities Judge Shaw 
is investigating. Wells was beaten 
severely. 

Defense testimony in Judge 
Shaw’s inquiry again today cen- 
tered on the establishment of ali- 
bis for the 14 men accused of par- 
ticipating in the abduction and 
flogging. 

Hearing on the case against Lis- 
ton M. O&k, publicity director here 
for the International Labor De- 
fense, charged with carrying a 
concealed weapon, and his chauf- 
feur, A. M. Grier, fecused of reck- 
less driving, was postponed a day 
when called at Gastonia later to- 
day before ‘Justice of the Peace T.

Northwestern¢trs to Meet. 

Senators . from Northwestern 
states said today they expected to 
meet either tomorrow or Wednes- 
day to consider the advisability of 
recommending revision of a num- 
ber of rates proposed in the pend- 
ing bill. 

The decision to hold this meet- 
ing was taken at the Capitol to in- 
dicate dissatisfaction.over removal 
by the Senate Finance Conimittee 
of the House duty on shingles and 
cedar, maple and birch lumber, ex- 
cept flooring, now on the free list, 
and the proposed free listing of the 
present duty on logs 

The group also is expected to 

make an effort to restore a duty 
on manganese ore, which the Ili- 
nance Committee voted to pmce on 
the free list. 
Further, it probably will seek an 
increase in the duty on raw wool 
as the committee approved elimin- 
ation of the house increase of 3 
cents a pound in the present’ 31- 
cent duty. 

Increases on various fruits and 
nuts also are expected to be con- 
sidered, while a specific instead of 
an ad valorem duty on hides, now 
on the free list, probably will be 
discussed. 

Some Democratic senators from 
the Northwest have indicated they 
also would attend the meeting. 

A. F. of L. Letter Read. 

A letter from the legislative com- 
mittee of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor expressing the hope 
that the Senate would approve half 
a dozen amendments to the tariff 
bill affecting labor which were in- 
corporated by the finance commit- 
tee was read in the Senate by 
Chairman Smoot. 

The amendments would provide 
as follows: 

Prohibition of importations of 
all convict-made goods, whether 
mined or manufactured. 

Barring entry of advertising 
matter printed ‘abroad for the 
benefit of concerns doing business 
in the United States. 

Recognition of a right for labor 
to appear before the courts in cus- 
toms litigation. 

Permission to unions to appeal 
to the Supreme Court in customs 
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cases without first obtaining per- 
mission from the Attorney-General. 

The labor committee opposed 
an amendment to repeal existing 
statutes limiting importation of 
cigars from Cuba by parcel post 
in lots of more than 8000. 

Attack on President’s Power. 

One of the most highly contro- 
versial sections of the bill, 
that embracing the flexible rate 
issue, confronted the Senate today 
as it entered the second week of 
its debate on the measure. 

The second reading of the bill 
for consideration of undisputed 
committee amendments had been 
completed and the way was open 
for the third reading to take up 
the controverted items, with the 
administrative and special provi- 
sions topping the list. 

Three big points of difference 
are presented in these provisions, 
but the issue has crystalized chiefly 
about the censtitutionality and wrs- 
dom of continuing the policy of 
authorizing the President to read- 
just tariff rates after investigations 
by the Tariff Commission. 

President Hoover has taken the 
position that this policy has proved 
practicable and should be contin- 
ved. The Senate Democrats Op- 
pose that view and, counting on 
the support of Republican inde- 
pendents and some of the Repub- 
lican regulars, are hopeful that 
they can bring about repeal of the 
flexible provision. 

Tariff Board Reorganization. 

Another of the administrative 
proposals which the Democrats are 
opposing with hope of Republican 
independent afi is that provid’ 
for a reorganization of the Tariff 
Commission. Mr. Hoover recom- 
mended such a provision in his 
message to :he special session. 

The third major point of attack 
mapped out by the Democrats is 
aimed at the proposal to substitute 
domestic for foreign values as a 
basis for ad valorem duties. The 
foreign value method has been in 
effect since the tariff was initiated. 

Instead of a Tariff Commission 
reporting to both Congress and the 
President, “enator Robinson of Ar- 
kansas, the Democratic leader, 
favors a change in the law which 
would make it responsible to Con- 


gress.

Tells of Finding Burns. 

Dr. Charles Steinberg, interne in 
the hospital's surgical ward, tgsti- 
fied he found Ready in his ward 
Iriday morning, suffering from ex- 
tensive second-degree burns on the 
back and legs. The man’s chart 
made no mention of burns, describ- 
ing the case only as alcoholic, Dr. 
Theodore IL. Carriere, Coroner’s 
physician, who performed an au- 
topsy following Ready’s death 
iriday night, described similar 
burns, fractures of the breast bone 
and a rib and several bruises. Dr. 
Carriere said death was caused by 
the burns. 

The inquest was interupted for 
an order to permit police to pro- 
duce Solomon Montgomery, a Ne- 
gro patient in Ward CL-3,. who tes- 
tified he assisted Aubuchon in re- 


movin Ready from the bath 
Thursday night. 
Montgomery said the orderly 


awakened him about 10 o'clock 
and asked him to help carry a man 
from the bathroom, He related 


that Aubuchon grasped the pa- 
tient’s shoulders and he (Mont- 
gomery) seized his legs. A small 


piece of skin was sticking to his 
hand after he released his hold, 
Montgomery said. In response to 
a query, he testified that the 
water was hot hot at the time. 
Said He Tested Water. 
After Ready’s death, police were 
told by Aubuchon -that the bath 


water was not hot and that the 
patient had made no complaint 
during the bath, which lasted 


about 15 minutes. Aubuchon sald 
he tested the water by sticking his 
arm in up to the elbow before 
bathing the patient. Aubuchon 
has been employed at the hospi- 
tal since May 30, 1927, and has 
been nightly orderly in CL-3 for 
about six months. 

Ready, who was unmarried, and 
had relatives in Dayton, 0O., and 
New York City. died without mak- 
ing any statemert as to the cause 
of his burns.

LUMBER INTERESTS EXPLAIN 
PROTESTS TO TREASURY 
Charge Discrimination in Policy 
Minimizing Use of Wood in 
Large Buildings. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 16. — A 
statement issued by the National 
Lumber Manufacturers’ Association 
says that the protests of lumber in- 
terests to the Treasury Department 
against its pglicy of minimizing use 
of Wood in larger public buildings 
are directed against what the in- 
dustry regards as a discrimination. 

The statement, given out by Wil- 
son Compton, secretary and man- 
ger of the association, argues that 
wood economically and artistically, 
is best adapted for certain interior 
uses, such as floors in certain 
places, sash, doors and interior 
trimming, where a fire hazard is 
not involved. 

Adding that wood impregnated 
sO as to be incombustible was avail- 
able, it says that in 200 large build- 
ings recently completed throughout 
the country, the architects showed 
a preference for wood ‘‘which en- 
tirely disposes of the idea that 
wood interfors are not in vogue or 
not adaptable to fire-resistant 
buildings.””. By using wood in the 
$300,000,000 Government building 
program, it asserts a saving of sev- 
eral million dollars would result. 
“Treasury officials have been en- 
tirely considerate and amenable to 
every reasonable suggestion on our 
part,’’ it says, ‘“‘and the prospect 
now is that wood will be given 
equal competitive opportunity with 
other materials.’’

Deficit of $1,085,648 for 
Year Caused in Part by 
Appropriation to Com- 
plete Courthouse. 


The City of St. Louis, as shown 
by Comptrolier Nolte’s annual re- 
port, issued today, has a $122,- 


Sievers. wagers of assets over li- 
abilities; has a $50,069,626 statu- 
tory borrowing margin, and had a 
deficit, for the last fiscal year, of 
$1,085,648. 

In addressing the published re- 
port to the Board of Aldermen, 
the Comptroller says that the over. 
draft of municipal revenue was 
caused in part by the appropria- 
tion, made by the Board, of $500,- 
000 for completion of the Court- 
house—an appropriation which has 
proved insufficient to provide per- 
manent steps and other details of 
external completion. The Comp- 
troller makes note of the under- 
standing that the $500,000 is to be 
reimbursed to municipal revenue 
when a bond issue for the com- 
pletion of the Courthouse shall be 
voted. 

In the listing of the city’s as- 
sets, a total of $212,535,224.30, the 
chief item is real estate and im- 
provements, $187,804,291.78. This 
includes all sparks, playgrounds, 
city buildings and other land and 
buildings. 

The Borrowing Margin. 

The statutory borrowing mar- 

gin, as of April 8 last, was the 
difference between the legal debt 
limitation, $133,146,126, and the 
outstanding debt, $83,076,500. The 
margin of more than $50,000,000 
is the highest since 1922, the year 
before the $87,000,000 bond issue, 
when it was $83,376,349. 
_ The assessed valuation of real and 
personal property for general taxes 
of 1929, it is stated, will be approx- 
imately $1,289,655.830. The tax 
rate of $2.69 on $100 valuation com- 
prices $1.35 for definitely munici- 
pal purposes, 34 cents interest and 
sinking fund, 13 cents State and 87 
cents schoo] taxes. 

Receipts of revenue include $14.- 
076,642.98 current revenue, %$1,- 
166,575.08 delinquent taxes, $3,001,-

rents. 

Receipts From Franchises. 

The receipts from franchises in- 
cluded $377,943.20 from street rail- 
ways, the largest item being $208.- 
942.13 from the Lindell Railway 
(Washington avenue) lines. Fran- 
chise receipts from the Southwest- 
ern Bell Telephone Co. were $491.-

The Public Library, for whith 4

NEW YORK, Sept. 16.—Final 


details of a $45,000,006 deal for 
the manufacture and sale through 
a mail order house of a small au- 


tomobile, to be shipped in a pack- 
ing case which can later be used 
as a garage, will be arranged to- 
day at a conference in Washing- 
ton. 

The car is th- avention of 
James V. Martin . the Martin 
Aeroplane factory, Garden City, L. 
I. He is reported to have obtained 
the support of a syndicate headed 
by William B. Leeds, the du Pont 
interests and Sears, Roebuck & 
Co. It is expected that the auto- 
mobile, which will seat two per- 
sons, will séll for less than $200. 

Mrs. Lillian Fayre helped in 
making the financial arrangements 
and obtained as a reward a half 
interest with Martin in his inven- 
tion. 

Martin is a Harvard graduate. 
He ‘took up flying in Europe in 
1910 and brought to this country 
one of the first Blerio* machines. 
He is credited with many aeronau- 
tical inventions, 

The inventor says his car is not 
a scaled-down model of larger 
cars,. but an entirely different kind 
of machine. There is neither 
chassis nor chassis frame. Thecar 
is described as a body with an en- 
gine in it and four wheels. Each 
wheel is mounted and powered in- 
dependently. 

There are no springs, each whee] 
being suspended with rubber avia- 
tion cord, used for the suspension 
of airplane. wheels. It permits 
each whee! to take the road bumps 
independently. | 

The models built and approved 
by) Sears-Roebuck experts have a 
wheel base of 60 inches, as com- 
pared with 75 inches in the Aus- 
tin, the English small car. The 
model A Ford, smallest American 
car to date. has a wheel base of 
106% inches. 

The car is equipped with a four- 
cylinder, air-cooled motor and has 
the usual electric starter, speed- 
ometer and other attachments.

TOOTBALL 
by James M. Gould 


T may seem like a routine an- 
| nouncement when it is recorded 

that Lou Little, football coach 
at Georgetown, makes the members 
of his squads learn the code of the 
game by heart and, at unexpected 
times, pops questions on them at 
his men. As a matter of fact, it is 
rather surprising, for, odd as it 


may seem, few football stars are 
cognizant of the quirks of the rules 
of the game in which they 


excel. 
Naturally, a team captain will 
question, more or les8s politely, the 
decision of an official which costs 
his team yardage. Such question- 
ing really gives a captain “his only 
chance in the opera.” For in- 
stance, in a game between two col- 
leges in Southern [llinois a year or 
so ago.the team in possession of the 
ball was penalized five yards. Up 
spoke the captain, “What was that 
for?’’ The referee answered, “For 
not having seven men on the lime 
of scrimmage.” “Huh,” the cap- 
tain came back, “that’s a new one 
on me; never knew we had to have 
seven men up there.” That’s not 
fiction but a personal experience, 
and there have been many of the 
same character. Coach Little has 
a habit of. stopping a workout and 
shooting a sudden question i a 
varsity man. Should the player 
not be ready with the correct an- 
swer he is “penalized” an hour’s 
study of the rules under an assist- 
ant coach. So, with‘the player, .it 
seems to be a case of “theirs not 
to wonder why; theirs but to do 
and die.”’

The system proper as used by 
Coach Rockne involves a shift of 
the entire backfield and one or 
both ends. Other variations involve 
shifting both line and backfield 
while others only shift linemen, the 
backs remaining stationary. ‘The 
so-called “Notre Dame shift” is 
being used by many coaches who 
learned their football at Notre 
Dame and by many others who have 
been influenced to do so by the 
success of the Notre Dame team 
and by the teaching of that sys- 
tem by Rockne in his summer 
schools for coaches. This system 
has been somewhat handicapped in 
recent year--by the Rules Commit- 
tee making it necesary that shift- 
ing teams come to an absolute and 
lefinite stop after the shift, which 
some of them formerly made no 
pretence of doing. 

The “are.winge hack” formation 


and making it easier to open holes 


for line bucking plays, and since 
the defensive tackles are flanked 
it should also be easier to box them 
in on wide plays. However, the 
Gcifficulty and one of the faults in 
the two wing back system lies in 
the fact that the ball cannot as a 
rule be gotten to the halfbacks for 
wide runs except by double passes 
and much clever handling of the 
ball and there is thus more danger 
of fimbling. This formation is 
hardly suitable for a slippery field 
or a wet day because of this dan- 
ger of fumbling and because the 
halfbacks have to run in more of 
a curve on wide runs than from 
the “one wing back” formation. 
More and more teams are using 
this formation each year and it is 
bound to become more prevalent 
especially where playing conditions 
are favorble.

League An Oratorical Marathon 


Platitudes, Says 


Mussolini; Double Dealing Ensues 


Italian Premier for Direct Negotiations for 
Peace But Favors Secrecy Up 
To a Certain Point. 


By BENITO MUSSOLINI. 
(Copyrigh!, 1929.) 
ROME, Sept. 14.—Geneva once 
again has become the international 


center of diplomatic activity in the 
tenth meeting of the Assembly of 
the League of Nations. From tne 
agenda and speeches which have 
been delivered so far, we could 
easily be led to believe that the 
world is just barely on the point of 
becoming.docile and well ordered. 
The atmosphere is full of pacts of 
peace, murmurings of compulsory 
arbitration, of international dis- 
putes and even of such concords 
between states that tariff barriers 
will be abolished and the whole of 


Europe will become one _ grand 
peaceful community. 
Speeches continue year after 


year in a never ending flow of ora- 
tory. with beautiful platitudes re- 
curring again and again. This is 
indeed a decade of marathons. 
Hardly a week passes but what 
some odd and peculiar genius or 
group of such geniuses haven't or- 
ganized a peculiar kind of mara- 


thon. There have been dance 
marathons, Piano-playing mara- 
thons, co‘fee-drinking marathons, 


and so on. Geneva is the diplo- 
matic and oratorical marathon. 

For 10 long years the same ques- 
tions have been under discussion 
and probably will be under dis- 
cussion for 10 years more. It isn’t 
the kind of diplomacy which is po- 
tential and productive. We have 
heard much of what modern diplo- 
macy should be but above all it 
should in due time show some real 
and tangible results. We have had 
a cry for ‘‘open diplomacy” now 
since the famous 14 points were 
originated, but just the same we 
have been witness to not a few 
attempts on the part of the big 
Powers to force through agree- 
ments:to their own particular ad- 
vantage and to the detriment of 
others, while their platitudinous 
language was being poured out on 
the need for closer understanding 
of peoples. As to the smaller 
Powers, barely yesterday, there 
were rumors of secret agreements

I believe in a direct diplomacy. 
In the present international situa- 
tion there is sO much crying out 
for permanent peace through pacts 
and agreements while each holds 
‘back something in reserve which 
he will not forego: peace is shout- 
ed from the housetops but prepara- 
tion for war lurks slyly in the 
councils, We want straight talk- 
ing without national mental re- 
serve: No one would foolishly 
champion war as the only means of 
settling disputes: just the same, 
no one would foolishly claim that 
the probability of war is forever 
removed by numerous’ pacts ‘f 
peace. There is no disagreement 
or denial by anyone that peace is 
the great ideal, but why say it over 
and over again without being ready 
to practice it. 

Diplomacy can be as simple as 
one chooses to make it. If diplo- 
mats would say what they mean 
and not try to throw dust into the 
eyes of the international public, in- 
ternational concord would be 
much farther advanced and each 
nation would know just exactly 
where it stood. Negotiation is so 


clouded in tie verbiage of oratory 
that discussion is carried far away 
from the substance of the agree- 
ment, and delay and double dealing 
ensue. 

Secrecy in negotiation is neces- 
sary and salutary up to a certain 
point. Secret conversations arrive 
at an agreement and often at a 
better agreement much more ex- 
j peditiously than campaigns in 
newspapers, Publicity of the ne- 
gotiations would tend in many 
cases to hamper the work of ne- 
gotiations. Those eharged with ar- 
riving at an understanding with 
sister nations cannot at the same 
time fight a newspaper campaign 
and meet the contentions of .the 
other nations’ representatives. They 
must be free to deal in the most 
unhampered way, readier and 
stronger to defend their nation’s 
rights. 

Direct Diplomacy Best. 

It is only through this simple 
direct diplomacy that speedy and 
lasting results are obtainable. Each 
must open their whole question 
and lay their cards on the table 
without this show of oratory and 
bluster over abstract principles. 
-Mr. MacDonald states at the 
leagve meeting an agreement be-. 
tween England and the United 
States was probable. It has ap- 
parently taken less time to arrive 
at an. agreement through simple 
and frank wzconversations§ than 
through the interminable confer- 
ences held in Geneva during the 
past five- years over which the 
word failure has so often been 
written. Diplomacy can be made 
so intricately complicated and s0 
hopelessly unproductive! If we set 
out to make it productive we can 
achieve results. 

A wise Italian proverb says that 
an ounce of fact is worth more 
than a hundredweight of words. 

Italy, in common with all na- 
tions riled by strong responsible 
governments, takes a serious inter- 
est in the cause of, peace, the keen- 
er because we are not blinded by 
happy illusions, and forever keep- 
ing in mind the menacing possibil- 
ities of war. Italy has given stern 
proof of her desire to hefp the 
cause of peace in its conduct at 
The Hague, and also now, in sign- 
ing at Geneva the clause for com- 
pulsory arbitration of The Hague 
Court of International Justice, a 
fact which is more significant be- 
cause no one can charge us with 
idolatry or empty words. 

Fascist Italy Set Pace. 


A nation which signs the op- 
tional clause of Article 36 of the 
statute of the Permanent Court at 
The Hague thereby submits its dis- 
putes to judgment. In practice this 
theory would set up an interna- 
tional court at«The Hague which 
would be supernational. Adhering 
to the optional clause, a nation 
automatically delegates no incon- 
siderable part of its sovereign 
power in regard to certain disputes 
arising between it and its sister 
nations. And this Fascist Italy 
has had the courage to-do, the first 
of all great Powers signing the op- 
tional clause unconditionally, even 
before democratic France and La- 
borite England. 

Some nations have always ex- 
pressed themselves as, willing un- 
der any circumstances to arbitrate 
certain particular questions of a 
peculiarly nationalistic importance 
to them.

MONARCHY NOT 
ABSOLUTE ENOUGH 


He Records What He De- 
scribes as the Soldier’s 
Complaint Against the 
Constitution.

LONDON, Sept. 16.—The life of 
King George V, by Sir George Ar- 
thur, published today by Jonathan 
Cape, is certain to arouse much 
lively but probably amiable dis- 
cussion. The disadvantages un. 
der which a writer labors when 
attempting a biography of a living 
person, especially a person so high- 
ly placed as tHe King, are obvious, 

The soldier, who already has 
written an engaging study of Lord 
Kitchener, appears to have appre- 
ciated in his latest efforts the ne- 
Cessity for reticence and to have 
avoided the temptation to fill out 
his book with passages of mere 
laudation. The earlier chapters 
describing the King’s lift” Before

It is when Sir George comes to 
discuss the King in relation $o the 
armed forces of the crown that he 
appears to step into disputable ter- 
ritory. |

“The talk in 
barrack rooms struck the note of 
unswerving loyalty, not to the 
principle of the constitution but to 
the person of the King.” 

This barrack room gossip, irre- 
sponsible but significant, ran on 
two lines, Sir George writes: “Why 
don’t the King chuck the lot 
(meaning the politicians) and use 
the troops to run the country,” or 
else ‘why don’t Haig go down and 
offer the Army to the King? we'd 
soon show them what is what.’ 
They were wild words which even 
hot-headed men flushed with vic- 
tory 'new could ‘never be in any 
sense effective.”’ 

Sir George acknowledges there 
have been bad Kings in En- 
gland as elsewhere, but he declares 
the fact remains that England is 
indubitably monarchical to - its 
marrow, and because of this na- 
tional instinct ‘“‘we can smile smug- 
ly at Communist breathings.” 


Now 69 years of age, Sir George 
Arthur has a number of other bio- 
graphical works to his credit. Be- 
sides the life of Lord Kitchener, 
he wrote the Life of Lord Wolse- 
ly, in collaboration with Sir Fred- 
erick Maurice; translated the me- 
moirs of Raymond Poincare and 
wrote the Life of Sarah Bernhardt. 
He served in the Egyptian cam- 
paign of 1882 and in the South 
African War: and was private sec- 
retary to Lord Kitchener during 
the World War.

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Sept. 16.— 
Extensive abandoment of interur- 
ban trolley lines and their replace- 
ment by busses has taken place in 
Wisconsin in the last three years. 
Urban and suburban trolicy lines, 
too, have been supplanted by the 
bus to a considerable extent, in- 
cluding about a mile of track in 
Milwaukee. 

In all, $2 miles of interurban 
line have been abandoned, necessi- 
tating the junking of some $4.,- 
500,000 worth of equipment,  ac- 
cording to figures of the State Rai}- 
road Commission. The urbayw and 
suburban replacements, which have 
been less extensive, have resulted 
in junking equipment worth an- 
other $2,500,000, according to es- 
timates of transportation officials. 

The last replacement . reported 
was that of a street car line in La 
Crosse which runs to a park and 
which had been operated at a loss 
for years. A cross town line was 
abandoned recently in Sheyboyban, 
and another at Oshkosh. 

The first important substitution 
of busses for interurban trolley 
lines in the State occurred in 1927, 
when the trolley line from Fond 
du Lae to Neenah-Menasha, a dis- 
tance of 31 miles, w abandoned. 
In 1928 the northerr\ half of the 
same line, running from Menasha 
north through Kaukauna, Apple- 
ton and DePere to Green Bay was 
also abandoned. Equipment on the 
entire 60 miles was valued at ap- 
proximate!ty $1,500,000. 

Other Lines. Discontinued. 

In 1927 the six-mile line from 
Manitowoc to Two Rivers was torn 
out, as was the three-mile spur 
from Geen Bay to Duck Creek, the 
line from Plymouth to Elkhart 
Lake, in Sheboygan County and 
the 10-mile system from Eau 
Claire to Chippewa Falls. 

The $1,000,000 inter-city and 
urban lines at the twin cities of 
Marinette, Wis., and Menominee, 
Mich. were abandoned in 1928, and 
about a month ago the entire sys- 
tem at Janesville was supplant: 
by busses, Neenah-Menasha are 
the only other cities of any conse- 
quence in Wisconsin served entire- 
ly by busses, and for several 
months there has been a contro- 
versy there over the license fee the 
city shall charge for operation of 
the busses, 

City officials in places where the | 
trolley lines have been replaced 
entirely or in part are reluctant 
to comment on the success of the 
change, although one mayor, Al- 
bert C. Rule of Appleton, was >jut- 
spoken in declaring the bus serv- 
ice now supplied there as being 
inferior to the previous street car 
service. 

“Our experience in Appleton,” 
said, “has been that the street car 
service was far superior to any bus 
service we have been given to date, 
and I believe that the citizens of 
Appleton would be very ziad to get 
the street car service back.

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PROGRESS OF FLOOD CONTROL. 


Further delay to flood control in the South is in 
prospect, President Hoover, it is announced, will 
consent to postponement of the Boeuf and Atchafalaya 
floodways pending an attempt in the regular session 
of Congress to “liberalize” the flood control act. The 
postponement has been urged by the Congressional 
spokesmen of Arkansas and Louisiana. Significantly, 
the President stipulated that they must assume re 
sponsibility for the consequences. 

Senator Harry B. Hawes of Missouri has chosen 
these circumstances to lay before the President an- 
other plea for delay to the Missouri floodway. The 
Attorney-General has ruled that the flood control act 
provides no power of presidential intervention, and 
interpreted the law as authorizing precisely the 
course which the Government is following in South- 
east Missouri and to which Senator Hawes objects.

Following the patriotic initiative of the American 
Bar Association, this is Constitution Week in the 
schools throughout the United States. 

Let us hope that the Bar Association’s campaign 
has arrived in time.to prevent the destruetion of 
the Constitution through neglect and ignorance. 
Scarcely a day passes that does not chronicle some 
attack on the Bill of Rights, apparently the vul- 
nerable spot of the document. The rights of free 


speech and assembly grow more and more restricted. 


Two Ohio editors now are under prison sentence for 
criticising a Judge’s actions. It is almost impossible 
to hold a public meeting dedicated to unpopular be- 
liefs anywhere without police interference. Even in 
St. Louis, never a troublesome city in this respect, 
there has recently been a disposition to supplant the 
constitutional rights of the people with police 
tyranny. :

Honolulu—Where East Meets West 


Native Hawaiian is overshadowed by Chinese, Japanese and Koreans who give the 
city an Oriental cast; Orientals make good citizens and are rapidly becoming 
Americanized; Honolulu is ablaze with color and tropical beauty, and offers sharp 


contrasts of East and West;old and new; it is an ideal playground. 


By Elizabeth Lord Driemeyer. 


HERE are really two kinds of life in 
T Honolulu—the large permanent popula- 

tion of whom most are nonwhite, and 
the transient white population there for a 
holiday. The latter is like that in any 
ether American resort with variations to 
suit the tropical conditions, but the former 
represents an interesting social spectacle 
and experiment. Anyone expecting to see 
large numbers of Hawaiians would be dis- 
appointed and might think he had been 
dropped into an Oriental! city by mistake, 
Japanese make up about 40 per cent of the 
population of the islands and Chinese some 
10 per cent. Filipinos, Koreans, Portuguese, 
Spaniards from Mexico, an occasional East 
Indian, Hawaiians and whites are also in 
evidence. Half-castes, quartér-castes and 
those of all possible mathematical propor- 
tions and racial mixtures are to be seen, 
It will not be a great while before al} full- 
bred nationalities Willghave disappeared and 
a@ new race will have come into existence. 

* * “ 

The whites will be a negligible factor in 
the resultant bieed, for they mix but little 
but the other component parts are .rapidly 
vanishing into the melting pot. Englishmen 
and Australians who stop there are horri- 
fied by the sea of Oriental faces ang readily 
believe that in time America will be over- 
run from within by their particular buga- 
boo—the yellow peril. But an oldtimer in 
Honolulu, a railroad official, when asked 
what kind of American citizens were being 
made there replied that in his opinion they 
were as fine as you get anywhere in the 
United States from the second generation 
of non-English speaking races. The foreign 
tongue is a tie with the homeland and be- 
cause’ the parents often speak no English 
the children must retain their original lan- 
guage. In Honolulu they all learn English 
at school,.but go also to Oriental language 
schools principally because of their religion, 
The latter practice is gradually dying out, 
however, and in time English alone will be 


spoken.

A walk through the native parts of the 
city is an ever-shifting panorama of East 
and West—old and new. We meet old Chi- 
nese women in their black trousers and 
loose-fitting coats, Japanese in elaborate 
kimonos and complicated sashes, countless 
tiny bound feet padding along on woven 
sandals, while all about them moves the 
new Asia in American clothes. One Chinese 
woman passes in the conventional trousers 
and coat, but instead of black it is made of 
gaily printed calico—no doubt the latest 
thing in pants. Many of the stores are 
open.to the street for the width of the shop 


and on the shelves we see Chinese and Jap-. 


anese goOds interspersed with the newest 
Mazda lamps and soapflakes. Truly a hodge- 
ppdge. . 

We pass the native markets and reach for 
the smelling salts. Everything you could 
want In the food line is sold here. Brightly- 
colored tropical fish caught during the 
night by the Japanese fishermen—octopus 
for those who like it—tripe—poi for the 
Hawaiians, made from the pounded root of 
the taro plant and the principal article of 
their diet—vegetables—frnita—all exhaling

an unholy fragrance. In some of the streets 
we may find all the signs in Japanese or 
Chinese, but usually there is English as well 
or perhaps only the latter. A Japanese pic- 
ture show into which we ventured was an 
experience. The film wag made in Japan 
with Japanese actors and captions. On the 
stage sat a man whg@ talked almost inces- 
santly—in Japanese—saying all the things 
which the actors would have said had they 
been there in person. He changed his voice 
for each character, raising it for the child,

It was not a completed picture which we 


saw, but part of a long one which was 
shown in installments on various evenings. 
A few Japanese were the only spectators 
beside ourselves, They ate peanuts with 
gusto, almost as though the idea were io 
drown out the jack-of-all-trades on the 
stage.

No visit to Honolulu would be complete 
without a trip to Waikiki, that far-famed 
beach whose soft sand is washed by lazy 
rollers, their force broken by the reef far 
out from the shore. This playground of 
the rich is watched over by Diamond Head, 
an extinct volcano and now a military pre- 
serve. Behind the beach rises the great 
Royal Hawaiiar Hotel, a_ veritable pink 
castle, the acme of luxury set in the midst 
of stately palms. In front of the hotel! and 
bordering the sand is the lanai or prom. 
enade from which one can watch the many- 
colored panorama of Waikikis Brown skin 
is the fashion this year and is easily ob- 
tained under the strong tropicai sun by ly- 
ing unprotected in a low-cut bathing suit. 
Many of the guests are as dark asithe Kan- 
akas or Hawaiian beach boys. Color every- 
where—in swimming sults, robes and beach 
umbrellas. The water is full of people, 
some close to the shore, others far out 
shooting the breakers on surf boards or rid- 
ing in outrigger canoes, It ig beautiful to 
see the Kanakas ride the waves, catching 
them at just the right moment and shooting 
in as they stand upright or even on their 
hands. Riding « surf board is not as easy 
as it looks, and the novice pays for hig at- 
tempt with bumps and bruises,

At night there is a concert on an impro- 
vised stage. A Hawaiian band plays the 
soft melodies of the isiands, the women who 
greeted us at the boat sing again, and sev- 
eral -girlg dance the hula.

Hohmann said that. as a result of 
‘the introduction of machinery, only 
“one man is now necessary where 


five or six were formerly required 


in many instarces. The esta blish- 
ment of additional large bakeries 


| and an increase in the number of 
neighborhood shops so far has re- 


Sulted in the surplus number. of 
bakers created through the intro- 
duction of machinery in being ab- 
sorbed, so that the unemployment 
situation is not now serious. It is 
significant, in Hohmann’'s opinion, 
however, that the membership of 
the international has not increasc4 
in the last three years. 

At the last convention, three 
years ago, the bakers’ voted in 
favor of a six-hour working day to 
Offset the machines. No definite 
effort to enforce fhis program has 
been made, however, due to diffi- 
culty in adjusting wages. Hohmann 
also favors the five-day week and 
says both the shortened day and 
week will be discussed at this con- 
vention. What effect the decreased 
working periods would have on 
wages, if adopted, will be matters 
for discussion, and presents’ the 
most difficuit part of the ques- 
tion, Hohmann says. The wages of 
union bakers varies from $38 to 
$100 a week, depending on the 
nature of their work, 

Another matter to be brought 
before the convention is the ne- 
cessity of assuring continued pay- 
ment of the $350 benefit on the 
death of a member of the union. 
A large percentage of the mem- 
bership are middle-aged men and 
the problem of meeting an annu- 
ally increasing number of death 
benefits is taxing the finances of

School Days, in Many House- 
‘ holds, Mean Mother Must 
Put Up a Lunch. 


With the opening of school 
many mothers throughout the 
country are faced with the prob- 
lem of packing a midday lunch for 
their children. In many of the 
schools, for a minimum charge. 
children are able to secure very 
nutritious Juncheons and they.are 
given heitp in making proper selec- 
tions. In other communities, how- 
ever. the school does not provide 
such service and it is necessary for 


the child to bring his lunch with | 


him. 
An appetizing and well balance q 


school lunch is most important for | 


the child. Where tunch is carried 
from home a hot dish should be 
included if possible. Hot choco- 
late or soup may be prepared and 


carried in a thermos bottle. A 
' simple cookie or cup cake with one 
or two sandwiches and fruit make | 
| a good combination for this lunch. 


|The fruit 1s necessary for its suc- 
culent qualities and also provides 
the alkaline balance to the meal 
It may be whole or combined in a 
salad which is packed in a covered 
jar. 

Since growth of the child de- 
pends largely on correct diet, prop 


er food is important, not only in| 
babyhood, but throughout the | 
child's entire development. Food | 


for the child should be easy to di- 


gest, nutritious and well balanced. | 
It should furnish all the food ele- | 


ments needs by growing bodies, 
protein and mineral requirements 


demanding particulars attention 


The child’s diet should include: 


(1) Milk—One quart daily, taken’ 


either plain or in cooked dishes. 
42) Fruit—At least twice a day 


/part in fresh, uncooked form. @ 


(3) Vegetables—One root vege- 


tables, including a raw leafy one. 
(4) Eges Meats and nuts—Served

in moderate quantities, the nuts 
finely ground or in butters. 

(5) Bread, cereals and cerea! 
products—Sufficient to complete 
child’s daily requirement of 1500 to | 
2200 calories or food energy units. | 

(6) Fluids—Six glasses daily, | 
taken in form of water and fruit) 
juices. 

With the above outline it, is easily | 
possible for the mother to deter-| 
mine what part of her child's food} 


requirements she will include in the | 
lunch box. a

diet, because of its health value 
and fact that it adds variety.
